Greetings! 

Before  I  go  any  further,  I'd  like  to  say  that  in  my  last  article 
1  misidentified  a  coin  which  1  and  others  I  talked  to  thought  was  a 
piece  of  plate  money.  According  to  Mr.  A.L.  Schrock,  1  was  wrong  in 
in  my  assumption,  and  the  weight  of  his  knowledge  and  his  informa¬ 
tive  article  certainly  bear  that  out.  I  will  freely  admit  that  I  revel  in 
not  knowing  everything  there  is  to  know,  and  it  is  the  learning  that 
which  I  do  not  know  that  contributes  to  making  life  interesting.  1 
would  personally  like  to  thank  Mr.  Schrock  for  his  informative  and 
entertaining  article  and  would  personally  like  to  invite  him  to 
continue  contributing  articles  to  this  journal. 

Also,  1  actually  forgot  (can  you  believe  it?)  that  Halloween  was 
coming  up,  so,  this  year's  annual  ghost  story  will  have  to  wait  until 
the  next  issue.  Who  knows,  1  may  just  find  out  some  information 
about  a  Christmas  numismatically  themed  ghost  story. 

That  being  said,  This  week's  article  is  about  he  largest  money  that 
I've  ever  heard  of...  Yap  Money. 

Yap  money  has  to  be  some  of  the  strangest  money  in  the  world. 
It's  stone,  usually  big  and  heavy  enough  to  not  be  moved,  it  was 
quarried  on  a  different  island  and  the  size  of  the  money  does  not 
necessarily  determine  it's  value.  On  top  of  that,  the  money  does  not 
necessarily  have  to  be  present  during  transactions. 

Yap  is  a  small  island  north  of  Australia  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  in 
a  grouping  of  islands  called  the  Caroline  Islands.  Called  Wa'ab  by 
the  natives,  the  island  of  Yap  is  most  famous  for  it's  stone  money. 


The  islanders,  called  Yappese,  developed  to  a  point  where  they 
needed  a  form  of  money,  and,  according  to  oral  tradition,  one  of  the 
chiefs,  who  happened  to  be  looking  at  a  supposedly  full  moon  at  the 
time,  remarked  "We  should  have  something  large,  round  and  beauti¬ 
ful

like  the  moon,  always  there  like  the  moon,  something  that  doesn't 
break  or  wear  or  get  stolen".  Upon  this  declaration,  the  islanders 
set  out  to  find  something  that  would  fit  the  bill,  so  to  speak.  Some 
made  it  to  the  island  of  Palau,  which  is  some  300  miles  distant  and 
saw  the  limestone  there.  The  limestone  that  these  islanders  saw  was 
not  the  type  that  is  commonly  seen  around  Nebraska,  It  is  more  of  a 
crystalline  form  of  Limestone,  which  shines  like  crystals  when  hit  by 
the  sun.  The  Yappese  explorers  had  to  deal  with  the  natives  of  Pa¬ 
lau,  who  demanded  beads,  coconut  meat  and  various  services 
(among  other  things)  for  the  privilege  of  quarrying  this  limestone.  As 
for  when  this  all  first  originally  happened,  nobody  knows  for  sure. 
There  is  some  evidence  that  the  Yappese  were  quarrying  the  lime¬ 
stone  as  early  as  some  time  around  500  AD. 

This  became  more  prevalent  some  time  around  1000  and  1400  AD. 
The  Yappese,  however,  claim  that  they  did  not  start  quarrying  until 
sometime  around  500  to  600  years  ago,  and  there  is  little  to  no 
mention  of  their  use  before  about  1800  in  white 
explorers  records.  The  original  shape  of  the  money  is  also  up  for 
some  debate.  Legend  holds  it  that  the  first  pieces  of  money  were 
carved  in  the  shape  of  a  fish.  The  shape  was  changed  to  what  it 
presently  looks  like,  the  shape  of  a  huge  doughnut,  most  likely  for 
easier  transportation.  After  a  stone  money  piece  was  cut  from  the 
limestone  deposit,  it  was  transported, 
rafts  p  u  1  1  e 

behind  wind-powered  canoes. 

This  piece  of  Yap  money  is  probably  a 
Reng,  one  of  the  smallest  pieces  of 
Yap  money.  This  stone  measures  just 
3  inches  in  diameter! 

The  stone  Yap  money,  generally  called 
Rai,  comes  in  fiv 
different  general  sizes  called  Mmbul,  Gaw,  Fe‘  (or 

Rai),  Yar  and  Reng,  which  seems  to  usually  be  the  smallest  size.  Yap 
money  can  range  in  size  from  12  feet  in  diameter  and  up  to  12,000 
pounds,  all  the  way

down  to  as  little  as  about  an  1  1/2  inches  in  size  and  less  than  a 
pound  in  weight.  The  size  of  the  money  piece,  however  really  doesn't 
seem  to  correspond  to  the  value  of  it.  The  value  was  really 
determined  by  the  danger  experienced  and  the  difficulty  in  bringing 
the  stone  back  to  the  island.  If  one  or  more  of  the  islanders  died  in 
bringing  the  rai  back,  that  would  make  it  worth  more.  Also,  if  a 
famous  Yappese  sailor  was  one  of  those  who  brought  it  back,  that 
would  also  make  it  worth  more.  The  money  is  unique  in  that,  once  it 
was  moved  to  it's  final  location,  it  was  rarely,  if  ever,  physically 
moved  again.  Ownership  would,  throughout  the  years  and  for  various 
reasons,  change,  but  the  stone  piece  would  not  move.  It  was  just  un¬ 
derstood,  throughout  the  local  village,  that  the  stone  piece  had 
changed  hands. 

When  the  piece  of  Yap  money  changed  hands,  it's  history  and  pedi¬ 
gree  was  told  to  the  new  owner.  This  money  was  not  used  for  small 
transactions  (for  which  the  Yappese  had  shell  money),  it  was  used  for 
such  things  as  paying  someone  to  build  a  house,  for  a  wife's  dowry, 
for  forgiveness,  for  ceremonial  and  religious  purposes,  etc.  Another 
thing  that  makes  the  stone  money  unique  is  that  it  did  not  necessarily 
have  to  be  present  during  the  transaction,  or,  for  that  matter,  at  any 
time.  There  is  a  legend  that  a  group  of  islanders  was  bringing  a 
piece  of  the  money  back,  but,  before  they  could  make  it  back  to  Yap, 
they  encountered  a  storm  and  the  stone  ended  up  sinking  to  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  ocean.  The  islanders,  upon  making  it  home,  told  the  story 
of  what  happened  to  everyone.  It  was  decided  that,  even  though  the 
stone  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  ocean,  it  was  still  good  and  could  still 
be  used.  This  happened  well  over  a  hundred  years  ago,  and,  even 
though  no  one  has  seen  this  piece  of  money  for  well  over  a  century, 
it  is  still  owned  by  someone  and  it  is  still,  apparently  being  used  in 
ceremonial  transactions. 

The  end  of  the  Yap  money  era  really  finds  it's  beginnings  in  1871 
when  an  Irish-American  sailor,  David  Dean  O'Keefe  was  shipwrecked 
upon  the  island.  He  was  nursed  back  to  health  and  generally  helped 
by  the  natives.  In  return,  he  helped  the  native  Yappese,  aiding  them 
in  transporting  the  Rai  stones,  and  providing  them  with  iron  tools  to 
aid

in  their  extraction  from  the  limestone  bedrock.  While  the  iron  tools 
and  the  advanced  shipping  methods  (a  modern  ship)  provided  by 
O'Keefe,  allowed  the  Yappese  to  quarry  and  transport  even  larger 
stone  money  pieces,  they  brought  back  too  many  and  inflation  was 
the  result. 

Therefore,  the  stone  Rai  produced  after  1871  is  not  worth  as  much 
as  the  earlier  pieces.  The  widespread  use  of  the  Yap  money  essen¬ 
tially  stopped  after  being  colonized,  first,  by  Spain,  then  Germany  and 
finally  Japan,  none  of  who  cared  to  use  the  large,  ungainly  stone 
money,  some  pieces  of  which,  took  upwards  of  twenty  men  to  move. 

Today,  the  American  dollar  is  the  currency  used  by  the  Yappese, 
but,  many  of  them,  especially  the  elders  will  tell  you  that  the 
dollars  are  only  used  for  the  small  transactions.  For  the  large 
purchases,  nothing  beats  stone.

Contest  Rules 

-The  design  shall  be  presented  on  plain  paper,  8  1/2  x  11-inch  size,  within  a  4- 
to  8-  inch  diameter  circle. 

-The  subject  matter's  main  theme  should  be  depicted  as  large  as  the  encom¬ 
passing  circle  will  allow.  Supplementary  wording  can  then  be  placed  in  any  or 
all  remaining  open  areas. 

-The  subject  may  be  presented  as  a  photograph,  decal  or  penciled  art  layout, 
supported  with  or  without  pictures.  Formal  art  is  not  necessary. 

-The  subject  matter  of  the  design  should  be  relevant  to  CSNS  75th  anniversary. 
-Do  not  include  your  initials  on  the  design.  These  will  be  added  after  the  judg¬ 
ing. 

-The  reverse  side  of  the  medal  will  be  the  CSNS  logo,  as  on  all  previous  medals.

-If  your  entry  is  of  private  or  commercial  subject  matter,  written  permission  for 
use  must  be  obtained  from  the  appropriate  authority.  If  permission  is  not 
granted,  the  design  will  be  disqualified.
